Managed to Draw out Gis **Profits,”’ 

New York, November 17.—The suit of Mr. 
Holt, Ferdinand Ward’s assignee, to recover 
thp property that W. S. Warner got trom 
Ward immediately after the great Ward fail- 
ure, was before Referee Hamilton Cole. The 
Session was devoted to long rows of figures 
recapitwating in condersed form the reseipts 
and expenditures ot Grant & Werd, and show- 
ing how Ward conducted his fictitious con- 
tract business. George E. Spencer, the eash- 
ver of Grant & Ward, produced a number of 
tohedules showing Ward’s financial condition 
before the firm was started, and for a year 
& ‘ter ite organization in July, i880. 

Thee senedules were made up from Ward’s 
cbeck books. From June t» September, 1879 
Werd received $97,510.68, and paid out $91,- 
£59.93. This shows a balance after the pay- 
ment of all profits, real and fictitions, but d 38. 
not show the beavy liability which Ward was 
under for logns. In the money paid out was 
$22,575 35 to Werd himeelf. From September, 
1é i9, to July, 1880, he took in $372,112.06 and 
paid cut $266.825 37. . . 

The smounts put down as received were 
probably in great part imaginary, but there is 
po Coubs about the sums pzid out. To Ward 
himself went $47,173 75, and $75 36888 was 
paid outes fictitious profits.

Besides this, he held at the time of the fail- 
ure about $2 500,000 of contract obligations, tor 
a pert of which he managed to secure $550,000 
of Ward’srealestate. His total profits, there 
fore, were $1,923,361 34, together with what- 
ever may be allowed him as a preferred cred- 
itor, too, under the assignment. 

Mr. Spencer said that eccounts of the profits 
were given to the Grants, but Ward never 
esid anything about his losses. Mr. Spencer 
was introduced to Ward in 1878, immediately 
after the Jatter’s marriage. Ward was then 
earuing $1,000 a year.

Suppose 
some insene policy had been followed, could we 
have looked Kussia ia the face? afghanistan 
was full of Russia’s friends and _ aiiies, 
1e8dy to oppose us, Instead of that we 
bre vebt peace to Afghanistan We itndrew 
eur army abd aseented to the reign 
cfefwise ameer, Otherwise I tremble to think of 
the conseguence of a meeting with Russia allfed 
to Aigbanistan. 

“Tam likewise unable to complain of the tory 
roliey regardiug the situation of the Balkans, it 
ig yegeulated onsound principles, which deserve 
support. It isa deplorable fact that Se;via has 
been free from Enropean intervention in carrging 
rloodsbed smovg a people united by centuries of 
common suffering. It is the most mournfal spec- 
tecle my eyes have ever met.” : 

Cuming to home affairs Gladstone said: 

“No graver error was ever committed than 
tbat of the eondemnation of Earl Speacer 
by the leading members of the government. lam 
awere of no previous instance wherein a party 
was soswayed by the concuct of its leaders.

A Tremendous List of Men on Ove Trial for Murder, 
W hose Challerges May Exhaust the Jury Pan- 
els of the Btate- Other News of Interest 
From the Ol4 Paimetto Diate,. 


EDCEPIELD, 8. C., November 17.—[{Special,]—The 
trial oi thirty or forty citizens of Edgefield county 
for the murder of O. T. Culbreath will begin to- 
morrow morning in thecourt of general sessions, 
Judge J. H. Hudson presiding. The attorney 
geberal of the state, the solicitor and Eugene 
Gary will conduct the prosecution, and Congress- 
man M. C Butler, Lieutenant Governor Sheppard 
and Mejor W.T. Gary will manage the defense. 
Under the law of Sonth Carolina each one of the 
defendants is entitled to twenty peremptory chal- 
lenges. Ifthisright is insisted upon the jury 
panel will be exhausted a dozen times. A large 
num ber of visitors are here to watch the proceed- 
ings, and the pressis well represented, Consid- 
ering tha momentous nature of the impending 
trial, it is surprising how little excitement there 
is in Edgefield tonight. 

The reputation§of the accused, and the high- 
standing of the lawyers employed on both sides, 
the peculiar circumstances environing the cause, 
combine to ae itone of the most important 
ever adjudicated by acriminval tribunal in South 
Carolina.

ber 2d—A Text of the Agreement. 


The general passenger agents Of all railroad lines 
s¢uith of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi wile 
meet in Atlanta Deeember 2, for the purpose of 
organizing the touthern pessepger committee, the 
obiect of the oyganization being to make and 
maintain a schedule of passenger rates, aud to 
‘provide a penalty for any violaiion of the rules 
of ihe organization. 

The special committeeto which wag reierred the 
matter of getting up the articles of the aseocia. 
tion and the by Jaws forthe use of the organizi- 
tion, bas finished its work, and will make areport 
to the committee when it meets here December 2d, 

The principal leadquarters of the committee 
will be located at Atlanta, and all raiiroad lines 
south of the Ohio and east.of the Misstssipp! will 
be eligible to membership in the asssciatio~. 
Tbe objects of the committee are to estadlish, 
publish and maintain suitable rates of iare, to de- 
fine the various classes of passenger business, to 
make rules for the conduct thereof, and to secure 
the proper observance and execution of all agree- 
ments, rules and regulations entered upon by and 
between its mem bers. 

A TWO*THIRDS VOTE 

will be required to admit transportation lines to 
mem bership in the asscciation, and no line saail 
be allowed to withdraw from the organizition 
without a written notice being served upon the 
chairman of the committee, signed by the chief 
maenegirg officer of the road, thirty days before 
the time of severence, and ali dues paid that may 
be dne at the time that the line announces its de- 
termination to withdraw.from the organizition, 
and a member of the assocition may be exciuded 
by an effirmative two thircs vote.

The fierce, exultant fry of the pack, 
the fiight of speed, and the lightning like rush ag 
they topped the fences, told too plainly that a rad 
fox wes before them. He was killed fmside of an 
hour’s run, and Dixie, speedy as 2 ghost, was first 
to bury her nose in hisfur, 

But what afox! He was not at all lize the moun: 
faim foxes we had known for a _ score 
of * yéars or more, He was 
very light colors,much whiter on top of his brush, 
and bed mere length and heigth than any I had 
everseen before, We hunted the same gronnd 
the second morning after this and killed another 
red similar in all respects to the first. My friend 
was of the Opinion that these fexes were new to 
the country, and he was correct. This was the 
fox that ha@ long been known in Putnam and 
Jones counties, and well deserved the soubdbriqguet 
he bore, viz: The ‘Terror of the Hills.” 


The two we captared were perhaps the avant 


couriers of the adyancing host'just behind them.

‘‘Wes there much decreagein the 
property?” 

“No, not a great deal; only about a quarter 
of million. The personal property returned 
In 1554 Was $8,188,186, and in1885 it is $7,- 
&59,2695 a falling off of, let’s see—$248,917.” 

“To what do you attribute the decrease?”’ 

“To the stringency in money market. 
Then, too, persons who returned @ thousand 
dollars worth of diamonds and jewelry last 
year, put in the sae 

roperty this year at five 

iundred. Then, too, the amount of notes and 
bonds returned this year is notas large as 
that of last year. The decrease indicates 
nothing, or it indicates that the people are 
digposing of personal property and putting 
their money into real estate.

INTERSTATHK COMMERCE, 


The fenate Committees at the Kimball To- 
day —Action Chamber of Commerce. 

The select United States senate commiutiee 
on interstate commerce will be at the Kim- 
ball house today. 

The committee is composed of the following 
gentlemen: 8, M. Cullom, chairman; 
vile H. Platt, Werner Miller, Arthur P, 
Gorman, and Isham G. Harris. 

This committee was appointed by the 
United States senate to investigate the question 
inyolved in the regulation of interstate com- 
merce by congress, and has been espocially 
instructed to investigate and report upon the 
subjett of the regulations of the transportation 
of freights and passengers between the several 
states by railroads and by water routes in 
connection or in competition with railroads, 
The chiet object is to obtain information that 
will be of practical value to congress in fram- 
ing legislation for the regulation of commerce 
between the several states. The general pur- 
pose of the investigation is to ascertain what 
substantial grounds of complaint now exist in 
any pert of the United States as to the meth- 
ods of operation of transportation companies 
engsgea in interstate commerce, and «8 to 
their relations with those who have dealings 
wilh them, and to what extent and in what 
manner legislation by congress can remove 
these grounds of complaint. 

Early: last week the president of the 
Aitlenta chamber of commerce. received 
P letter from the chairman of 
the committee, stating that they would 
be here today, A mumber of circulars were 
sent and these were given the representative 
business men by the secretary of the chamber, 
requesting them to Ais their views and 
suggestions Upon the subject.
